The cost of sench goods to the ul 
timate consumer are correspondingly higher 
than to the consumer living in the southern 
part of the province. The man or weman in 
front of the counter, rather than the one 
behind the counter, 1s the party whose poc- 
ket suffers if this discriminatory arrange 
ment is allowed to stand. 

It is not to the restoration of the Crow's 
Nest agreement that objection is or vught 
to be taken, but to the manner of its applica 
tion. It is possible that the railways couid 
not do business if the Crow’s Nest rates were 
applicable everywhere. If so, agreenont 
will have to be cancelled sooner or later and 
rates levelled up to meet the cost of the ser- 
For the time the issue is whether the 
agreement is to be interpreted in such way 
that people living in one part of the province 
are to be penalized, in comparison with the 
rates paid by people living in another part. 
It is not a matter of high rates or low rates, 
but of.equal rates. Rates having been low- 
ered in one section of the West, it is only 
fair that they should be bronght down to the 
same level in other parts of the West whick 
are served by the railways at no greater 
operating cost. Unless that is done an arti- 
ficial and unjust disadvantage will be thrust 
upon Edmonton and its tributary country, 
and mpan every other trade centre and dis- 
trict served by railway limes built since the 
Crow’s Nest agreement was raade 

While Parliament is responsible for bring- 
ing the agreement again into force, it is not 
responsible, nor is the Government, for the 
manner in which its provisians have heen 
applied or mis-applied. That is the handi- 
work of the railwer strategists. In strict 
accord with railway traditions they have 
piaced a construction upan the wording of 
the contract that is calculated to maintain 
railway revenues withe::t regard to incident 
al consequences. For that it. is needless and 
bootless to blame the railway rate-rhakers. 
They are paid to take enrugh money out of 
the public to make the enterprises profitable 
if they can do it. Vi hatever the !=w allaws 
them to do in that <irection:they are presum- 
ably entitled to do, and they act upon the 
presumption wit}. the same regularity with 
which they operate trains. I: is the business 
of the Railway “ommissiom to see that in 
the making of rates the railwnys do not 
impose charges tha: are unreasonable having 
regard to al! the cirecwmstances. Rates which 
penalize ane-half of tuis province in com- 
parison with the other haif, anq one-half of 
the whole prairie country in comparison 
with the other half, would seem to fall natur- 
ally into the category of rates which are not 
reasonable. There is therefore ground for an 
appeal to the Commission with every hope 
that the interpretation of the railways will 
be over-ridden and rates brought is a 
parity.

A Neglected Field 

| “To the psychologists the study 
}O. naivete is of the greatest possible 
importance, as it gives valuable &- 
dications of the child's racial iuheri- 
tance and indicates gevera) direct- 
ions in which the education of 
young children might be modifiei.” 
This study is a tomewhat neglected 
}field of research, Dr. Kimmins re- 
ported. “There are séVeral well- 
|known accounts of the first year of 
ja child's life, but the period from 
jtwo to five years of age is more or 
jless an unworked field”, he said. 
|The question is receiving attenticr 
from psychologists in America, 
, however. 
| Situations of tbe purely visual 
ltype are the first to appeal to the 
{humorous side of infants, Dr. Kim- 
;miins has found. This was his ex- 
|planation of the laughter-producing 
jeffect of slapstick comedy: “The ir- 
|resistible appeal of Charlie Chap- 
lir. to young children is due to the 
fact not only that he is a clever art- 
ist, but that he is breaking al! the 
}conventions of eociety, and is do 
ing in a very amusing way the 
things that children are forbidden to 
do. The continual movement, var- 
liety ang change of action, s0 dear to 
the child mind, increase the effec*.” 

Of articles of appare! as ingredi- 
ents in a funry situation, the hat 
would appear to be theonein which 
much of the fun centers.

The greatest differences 
have resulted, however, to the av- 
peal to superiority, and the fre- 
jquency of the playing on words. 
Stupidity serves as the point of the 
story on this continent twice as 
often as in England, while witb 
American children from eight to 
eleven years, playing on words ts 
commonly the foundation of the 
witticiam. “This is due to the great 
mixture of races and the mistakes 
made by children endeavoring ‘+o 
make themselves understood,” the 
speaker stated. 

“Exaggeration stories among the 
English children are confined almost 
entirely to twelve and thirteen years 
of age, but with American children 
it is a stock form ef humor from 
eleven to eighteen. 

“But the most marked difference 
between the two countries is thar 
stories and jokes of gross absurd- 
ity are far more common with Am- 
erican children and there arc fewer 
of the smart retorts. 

“In both countries the misfor- 
tunes of others fall off as an ele- 
ment of humor after ten years of 
age, and likewise boisterous fun 
reaches its maximum at the age of 
twelve.” 

Interesting comparisons were 
drawn between the laughing pro- 
pensities of colored and white chil- 
dren. “The childish outlook remains 
very much tonger with colored than 
with white children. 

Coiored boys have a much keener 
sense of humor than the girls, 
}many of whom the sense is lacking 


|The colored children are three years | 


| behind the whites in the sense of 
humor. Subtiety rarely occurs, and 
the humor is of the most primitive 
nature. The colored child laughs 


play-interest is dominant. 


Contagion of Laughter. 

| “Laughter is more contagious 
with colored than with white child- 
ren, though many have not the 
faintest idea of what they are laugh- 
ling about. If one child laughs the 
|others join in. They have less facial 
|control than other children. From 
twelve to fifteen, colored children 
are very keen on Irish stupidity 
| stories. 

Commenting on the fact that fairy 
stories hold an important place in 
{the records of the funny stories of 
children, Dr. Kimmins said: “This 
hold of the fairy story on the child's 
imagination finds expression aiso in 
the funny sights seen in the behav- 
liour of animals. In tre fairy story, 
the animals talk and give every in- 
dication of possessing a high level 
|of intelligence. In the domestic life 
of the child the dog and cat are 
retained on their pedestal and are 
endowed by the children with a 
much higher range of ability end 
jintelligence than is granted to them 
| by adults. 

“Their quarrels, iove affairs, and 
their power of dealing with difficult 
situations approximate to those ov- 
served in human behaviour, in the 
| children's imagination.” Citing stor- 
ies in which animals are endowed 
with human intelligenee, Dr. Kim- 
mins iaferred: “The domenticated 
| animals thus take an important 
position in the kingdom of the child. 
At all ages, the cat, dog or parrot, 
plays an tmportant part in the per- 
|eentage of funny sights.” Allied to 
their greater preference for fairy 
stories is the popularity of tales of 
this kind with girls. 


Superiority. 

The feeling of superiwriiy, oF re- 
eoguition of stupidity, according to 
the viewpoint, is a p’ominent factor 
in the humorous situations, Dr. Kim- 
mins has found. “In verbal humor, 
this feeling of superiority at some 
ages runs rampant.” he said. “In 
visual humor it holds an important 
position.” Children who are them- 
selves the object of the humorous 
situation may join in the laugh,

Dr. Kimmins agreed with Stephen 
Leacock in that the renal sense of 
humor in grown-ups differs very 
little in America and in England. 
“But the material on which it 
operates differs widely.” he said. 
“Thus we get clear distinctions be- 
tween English and American humor. 
The appreciation of a humorous 
situation depends upon the type and 
extent of the culture of the indivia- 
ual affected. 

“The nature of the environment. | 
soctal outlook, and the advance of 
civilization must of necessity have| 
a profound effect on the things we 
laugh at. Nothing iliustrates this 
better than the change of humvwr 
from century to century and the 
folly, of which so much advantage 


has been taken, of discussing the} 
definitions of experts who have 
written on humor and laughter 


from age to age 
fegent social conditions. 


“A study of lsuchter-provoking 
material in people of different

“Thore is a wide literature on the 
subject of laughter,” said Dr. Kim- 
mins in sonccusion.

EMO COMMANDA was a native of the great 
American forests. His skin was the color 
of dull copper—so that the white man

It was a glorious spring afternoon in the 
middie “forties” and Semo was sprawling in 
the door of his father’s wigwaim. one of many in 
the camping grounds that bordered the north 
shores of the great lake. As he idly gazed ecross 
the glistening expanse of water to the distant 
shores beyond, his thoughts were of « vossessive 


catied him a * 


nature. 

As a member of his tribe—the Ojibways—he 
gictied ir the ownership of the dense bush that 
was bis to hunt in when ard how he chose 
These extensive waters also belonged to his 
people. And that smal! lake behind him, at the 
end of a short trail, was another possession that 


they were proud of. 1t emptied into a river, 
which in its turn flowec ) a larger one. And 
it was up these waters the first white man 


had come. 


To Semo, at his it was 
an ol¢ story. His gr mother i cr m 
to slvep with i in earliest infancy 4 
course, he had no recollection of that, but he 


did remember how, in later yeers, his grand 


father—the strong and wise man of the tribe— 
had told him of the sit of Samuel de Cham 
plain. 

With two other white men and ten young 


bucks Hke himself, Champlain had paddied up 
thease two rivers—the Ottawa and Mattawa the 
white men had since named them—that trought 
him into the north country of the new world 
His rozte had led him into the small lake that 
Semo knew so well, Trout Lake, they called it 
now. And the shores of that lake had since be- 
come famous, as |t was there that the white men 


had amoked the pipe of peace with Semo'’s an- 
cestors. lt was a thr ng story that his grand 
father told; and, x ke, Semo Joved to dwell 
on it. 

“Yes, some day ! v expiore like the white 


men. 1 will be chief of my tribe!” he promised 
himeelf, as he lazily rose and stretched to his 
full six feet four inche 

Little did the unsuspecting Sem nk t 


when he attained his ambitions as chief that 


it would be of a band that had been clamped 
into the iron fetters of civilization by the white 
men Thom he now envied Had you told hir 
then that in the }ear 1924, when he would be 
an old man of ninetycix years, that the only 
traditional associations linking him with his 


yOum would be his hunting, trapping and anow 
shosing in the winter and fishing and paddling 
in the summer, he would never have believed 


you. Had you prophesied that even the mode 
of these would be fferent and that it would 
be @6 unupual to see a hand-made birch bar« 
canoe as a full blooded Indian in his band, Le 
would have thought you quike mad.

Here and there om either side of the road a 
aqualid icg but and a few log stables indicate 
that an Indian family lives there. Abeut half 
way actoss the reserve on the lake side lies the 
Village of Beaucage, with ite three families 


Even the Cana@ian Nationa! and the Cana- 
dian Pacifie raflways. traverse the Nipissing 
reserve. Aigo the government highways But 
before a stone wae moved or a shovel of sod 


turned the white men had to have the consent 
of the Nipissings! 

“Yes,” said Mr. Colborne, as he helped me 
into the rickety buggy that was to take us to 
Garden Village, “fifteen years ago the Indians 
refused to allow a road to be buile through tro. 
North Bay to Sturgeon Falla. It was some years 
before they would surrender their land, and so 
the white men in thoge two towns went without 
a communicating road. I don't know what the 


reason was. Suppose it was the Indian's fear 


of the white man's aggression.” 
Last of the Ojibways 
& we ambled along, Mr. Colborne explained 
the division of the Ojibway tribe into bands 
since the signing of the Robinson treaty in 1850 
There is the Dokis band, the richest in Canada, 
with fs regerve across the lake at the head of 
the French river; the Nipissing band, with its 
reserve along the north shores of Lake Nipis- 
sing, and the Temagami band—the poorest—on 
Lake Temaganil. 
In signing the Robinson treaty, these Ojib- 


ways, together with the Chippawas, surrendered 
the land they inhabited tu the British crown. In 
return the crown agreed to pay them annuity 
money; to give them reservations of land which 
they would always own until they sold it of their 
own free will; and also to allow them fo hunt 
and shoot on the ceded territory. After a great 
deal of haggling, the Indians agreed to the terms 
and Semo Commanda, ex-chief of the Nipissings, 


who was among those to receive the first pay- 
ment, says that it amounted to twenty-fivo 
cents. Now it has risen to $4 a year for every 


Indian soul. 

The payments*are made by the government 
every July, and it makes no difference where the 
Indian is—if he is more than one hundred miles 
from home and earning the eyuivalent of three 
doliars a day with a surveying party—he will 
drop all and hike home as fast as he can to be 
on hand for his treaty money. After which, 
with all his friends and relations, he irvades the 


nearest town, where Le spends his money like 
water. 

But the interest money that is to be paid 
today to the Nipissings at Garden Village is 
quite another matter. The Indians do not seem 
to treat it as seriously as their treaty money, and 


do not mind being absent when it falls due 


It lay in greenbacks and silver in a satchel on 
the floor of the bugzy, amounting in al! to 
$2,575—$7.90 for every man, woman and child 
in the band, It is paid twice yearly and is the 
interest at & per cent. accumulating from the 


capital account. This capital is the money re 
ceived when any timber is sold from the reserve 
and is beld in trust for the Indians by the gov 
ernment. But before the government can sell 
any timber or iand every Indian in the 
must agree. Then the land sold is known as 
“surrendered” land. And it so happens with the 
Nipissing reserve that ali the lanc north of the 
C. P. Railway has been surrencered 

But the individual interest money fluctuates. 
If the deaths in the band in tie half-year exceed 
the births, the interest meney is more—and yice 
versa. Or, if the capital account increases, then, 
automatically, the iuterést money increases, too 
“And it’s @ peculiar thing.” Mr. Colberne sai¥, 
“most people think that Indians in Canada are 
on the decrease. But they are not. They're on 

he increase!” He explained that when a white 
girl marries an Indian, she becomes an Indian 
in the eyes of the government, even as she takes 
her hushand's name. 

We were now in sight of the lake. Two rocky 
peninsulas dipped gracefully into the lake with 
a sheltered bay in between with a lovely, sandy 
beach. Tidy log shacks nestled into patches of 
cedar bush and in the open stretches — frame 
houses. the scherithouse and church. 

This was the Indians’ pay day, and though 
tbe majority of the men were away trapping 
muskrat, the women and oliildren came out in 
shoala, it seemed, to greet us. 

Were these Indians’ These childrea with 
milky white skins, rosy cheeks and blue «yes! 
Some, to be sute, had the black, sleek hair of 
the indian, his red skin and sharp feateres. Bur 
those children and some of the women! Mighty

few real squaws among them. There was more 
white blood in their veins than red. 


The Ceremony cf Fayment 
Ww jumped from the buggy in front of the 

schoolhouse. The school teacher, Miss 
McDermott, came forward to welcome us. At @ 
respectful distance, the youngsters eyed us. Not 
a smile crossed their little, solemn faces. I 
spoke to a tiny tot of four years. 

“She does not understand you,” Miss Mc- 
Dermott said. “They do not speak Buglish 
until they come te school at six years, which 
makes them very hard to teach.” 

The British % was hoisted, 2 ceremony 
that always attends the paying of both interest 
and treaty money, and the forty families cf 
Garden Village filed into the schoolhouse. 

Bobbed heads were numerous. Only a few 
oid women clung to the old fashion. Here one 
saw the latest vogue in feminine apparel light 
colored shoes and silk hose, crepe de chine and 
silk dresses, snappy sweaters and fancy blouses, 
low waist lines. 

The young men—there are only four of them 
—wore top boots and breeches. To be sure, they 
had more the appearante of the Indian, but 
even they were very modern. “Marry Indian 
girls? I should say not! We will only wed 
white girls!” od 

“In that case what will the poor Nipissing 
girls do?” I asked the teacher. 

“Guess they'll have to go further back into 
the bush for their husbands” was the proffered 
solution. 

One by one their names are called by Mr. Ccl- 
borne: “Mrs. MacLeod, Mrs. Smith, John Me- 
Phereon,” and other names equally Scotch or 
English and absolutely “un-Indian.” There are a 
great many French and a few that are realiy 
Indian. One by one they go before Mr. Colborne 
tnd receive their interest money. One family 
gets, among its members, $80. But that is 
nothing compared to the rich Dokis Indians 
across the lake. Some families there receive 
as much as $4,000 a year. 

After the money has been paid Miss McDer- 
mott takes me to visit in some of the homes and 
in each I am received as reservedly as in Semo's. 
In this house there is ap expensive Victrola. 
ln that, a thoroughly uptodate radio. Largs 
sized Kodaks are common and #0 are piles of 
Victrola records. On the shores several motor 
boats are pulled up, their winter covers not yet 
removed. 

“The money for all this? Where does it 
eome from? The interest and treaty money 
doesn't supply all?” I questioned Mr. Colbornc, 
who had just taken his seat beside me in the 
buggy preparatory to our homeward trip. 

“Oh, from various sources,” he replied, as he 
gathered the reins and we waved “good-bye” to 
these who had stayed to see us off. “In the 
winter the men trap and the skins of, animals 
bring good prices. Im the summer «nd fall they 
act as guides to Canadian anc American tour- 
ists. Besides, they have their fishing, which is 
also good. At this season they are mutkrat 
trapping, and when they come in they will sell 
each skin for $2. The chief, Charlies Goulais, has 
gone with the rest. So has Jocko Chagewiss. 
one of the few full-blooded men of the band and 
one of the oldest, 

“And before I forget I must tell you that 
in July, when the treaty money falié due for 
every Indian in the porth country, those living 
in the most remote parts, 400 miles north of 
here, will receive theirs by aeroplane. it is the 
firat time that the government has used this 
mode of distzibution and it will save a tremen- 
dcus amount of time.” 

At Sturgeon Falis I said “Good-bye” to Mr. 
Colporne and proceeded east towards North Bay 
through the Nipissing reserve, the way I had 
come. And the first acquaintance I met on the 
tain street greeted me with: “Wherever did all 
the Indians come from? I've seen a great meny 
in town to-day.”

pose,” I volunteered. “Yesterday was pay day 
at Beaucage and to-day it was at Garden Vil- 
lage. I've just come from there, but I don't 
quite see how they beat me home.” And ther 
the thought came that maybe they had driven *by 
car, as Mr. Colborne had told me earlier in the 
day that these Indians thought nothing of rent- 
ing taxis of a warm summer's evening to brine 
thengefrom their village to Sturgeon Falls.

AS $1,000,000 MOVIE HERO 


Wild Hair of Champion Tamed by Slick- 
erine, or Something, and His

EWSPAPER eports writers, as a class, are 
acquiring amusement out of our heavy-

The Great Sherlock Holmes 


In His Memoirs, Sir Conan Doyle Tells How He Organized Home Volunteer Force 
in First Days of the War—F ound Life of a Private Soldier 
a Very Delightful One 


“You have served before, my man,” 


ERY few people know that Sir Conan 


Dogie, the creator of Sherlock Holmes, 
was the first man in England to organize a 
home volunteer force after the war began. How 
the war office sanctioned his scheme and how 
it spread throughout the country is told by Sir 
Conan in his Memoirs and Adven.ures now ap- 
pearing in the Strand Magazine 

“We had frequent camps, field days and in- 
epections,” he says. “On one occasion eight 
thousand of us were assembied, and | am bound 
to say that 1 have never seen a finer body of 
men, though they were rather of the police-con- 
stable than of the purely military type. The 
spirit was excellent, and | am eure that if we 
bad had our chance we should have done weil 
in action. But it was hard to know how to get 
the chance save in case of invasion. We were 
the remaining pivots of nations|life and could 
only be spared for short periods, or chaos would 


follow. But a week or two in case of invasion 
was well within our powers, and such a chance 
would have been eagerly hailed No doubt our 


presence enabled the government to etrip the 
country of regular troops far more than they 
would have dared otherwise to do Twice, as 
Repington’s Memoirs show, there was a question 
of embodying us for active service, but in each 
case the emergency passed.

») PWELERS have always to be on their guard 

when buying @tocks. Imitations made from 
giaas may be ignored, for even the finest repro 
ductions would not pass the most elamentary 
test--that of the file+for hardness, 

Perhaps the cleverest counterfeits of gema 
have been constructed in laboratories where the 
exact chemical constituents of the real stone are 
taken and fused together under great heat. The 
article produced, when cut, polished, and set, 
possesses in an extraordinary degree the bard- 
ness, durability and lustre of Nature's own 
stones, 

The sapphire and the ruby have been very 
successfully counterfeited, but the drawback to 
this method of reproductioc is its expense and 
the long process involved, The stones produced 
in this way are invariably sold as “synthetic 
gems.” 

Another method, and one to which the term 
“faking” might be applied, has been used to ob 
tain the emerald and aquamarine, For this pur 
pose ordinary rock crystal is used, 

This stone is cut in the same manner as an 
emerald or aquamarine would be cut. It is then 
split, coloring matter ts inserted, and the stone 
is then carefully rejoined with invisible cement, 
with the result that the once-tranaparent crystal 
becomes a rich<colored gem of enhanced value, 

In dealing with diamonds the counterfelier is 
up against ihe most wonderful of Nature's gems, 
The various efforts of sclentists have met with 
absolute failure, or success in such an infinitesi- 
mal degree as to make the production ludicrous, 


ACUTE SIGHT ENABLES 
BIRDS TO SPOT FOOD 


(COMPARED with birds, human beings have
